When it was unnouaoed early in tho 
season that an aqreement had been eutored 
in;o between the governments of Great 
Britain and Russia for tho prohibition of 
aenling witliiu thirty miles of tlio Copper 
Islands and ten miles of tho wenteru shore, 
it was stated on the authority of tliose in a 
position to know wlioreof tliey spoke, that 
nouo of the Victoria schooners would fall 
prey to the Bear, for the very simple reason 
that tliey would keep far enough from land 
at all times to bo above suspiciou. Inatruc- 
tiona to this ellect wore given by the 
owners in the moat positive manner, and 
conaeiiucntly when the news was received 
hy tho Viva yesterday afternoon that two 
Britisli schooners, tho Minnie ami tho 
Ainolta, had been captured, a good deal of 
surprise was occasioned. Two American 
sealing schooners are also reported to have 
been seizsd, but their names wero not 
ascertained and particulars are likowiso 
lacking. 

The Viia arrived in harbor yesterday 
about noon, with a caich for the season of 
1,-I75 skins, a good many of wbiob were 
taken on tho other tiide. Captain Anderson 
reports that on the ISth of July he spoke 
the Victoria schooner Minnie, and was then 
informed by her captain that on tho pre- 
vious evening, the 17ih| the Minnie liad 
been boarded by a Russian man-of-war, the 
commander of which oonflt-cated her papers 
and ordered her to Yoliohama to report at 
tho British Consulate there. Tho captain 
of the Russian vessel stated that tho Miuaie 
was juat twenty-eight miles from shore, 
and that ho know thia, because ho had juat 
steamed out. On the other hand tho cap- 
tain of tho Minnie declarca most positively 
tliat he was at least forty-nino miles out, 
according to ids reckoning, and this state- 
ment is confirmed by Captain Anderson, 
who says that tho Minnio was juat 
a short distance astern of tho Viva, 
and ho is positive of tho accuracy of 
his calculations which, as nearly as ho could 
make them, placed him just about 50 miles 
from shore. In this particular tho captains 
of tho Viva ond tho Minnio agree. The 
Russian officers aro reported to have been 
much moro polite than those of tho famed 
Zabiaka, whoso Captain Do Lovron sub- 
jected tho sealers to much hardship. The 
Minnio and the Viva then parted company, 
tho former heading for Yokohama. Whether 
the captain of the Minnie will change his 
mind and come to Victoria instead is an 
open qucafion. The Minnie was owned by 
Captain tJacobson, and had a oatoh of over 
a thousnnd sicins to whioh the Russians paid 
no attention. 

Shortly after this, the Minnie spoke the 
Tacoma sealing sobooner South Bend, and 
was informed by Captain Dillon, that the 
Viutoria'sealing sobooner Ainoka had been 
seized in water which her captain claimed 
was Go miles offshore. She, too, had her 
paucra coufiscated and was ordered to 
Vokoliama, but this was as much as 
could be ascortained at the time. It was 
also reported to Capt. Dillon and by him to 
Capt. Anderson, that two American schoon- 
ers had been ael/.od in about the same place 
and had been treated tho same way, but no 
details were given of these seizures nor yet 
were the namea mentioned. Capt. Amler- 
son does not remember tho name of tho 
Ruaaian cruiser, but ho is sure it was not the 
Zabiaka, 

Collector of Customs, A. R. Milno took 
tho oliicial statement of Capt. Anderson 
yesterday and at once advised the Uovern- 
monl at Ottawa. It is not known what 
course will be pursued in connection with 
the seizures, and in fact nothing can bo done 
until they arrivi at Yokohama, where they 
will probably be held for trial until ne.xt 
winter. It was a piece of good luok for the 
Viva that she too was not gathered in along 
with the Minnie, but Capt. Anderson thinks 
this ia due to the fact that the Russians did 
not want too much evidence as to where the 
sohooners were. 

Among tho schooners spoken by tho Viva 
was the Agues Macdonald on July 27, with 
2,3008kin8. She was notoominf;bomeat once, 
but was to keep up the hunt for a few weeks 
more. The Gasco was seen on the 26th 
with 1,500 skins, and the .^nie Seymour 
reported with 760, the W. P. Hall with 760, 
the Otto with 700 and the Louis D. of San 
Francisco with 800. The Minnie had rough 
weather all the time aroand the islands and 
heavy eeas with strong breezes. On tho 
tho 9l1i of May a boat was lost from the 
Minnie. Two of the hunters were out in 
it when Kill Cockney tho puller foil into tho 
sail and tho bo.it was capai/.od. Tho two men 
who were in her hung on for a long time, 
and were finally reaoucd very much ex- 
hausted, but the boat had to bo left as it 
was a long distance to windward. Tliero 
were a number of tho Japanese crow d-j- 
aorted at ^'okohuma and also a coupio of 
white men. The most unfortunate sobooner 
of the whole lleet, so far as tho loss of boats 
is concerned, waa tho Arietas, whioh lost 
every boat she had and put back to Yoko- 
hama for another supply.

Some twonty- 
five guests sat down at table, .SlafT-Scrgoant 
McConnan in the chair, the vice-ohair bo- 
inf! filled by Compony SorgL-Major Blanoh- 
ard. After tho attack on the commisaariat 
wua fialshcd, songs, spooches and reoitations 
wero given by various of the non-coma, 
present. Tho (Jucen, the Servios, " C " 
Battery, cur guests, and the usual toasts 
were onthuaiaatiaally rocoived. Songs wore 
given by Col.-Sergt. Blanchard, Sergts. An- 
dorsnn, Twias, Holland and Braund, of 
tho B.C.C.A. 8ergt.-Major Mulcahoy and 
Sergts. Liipointe, Croft and Cox, of " C " 
Battery, Sorgts. Anderson, B.C.G.A. ; Wan- 
leas, Gallagher, Q. AL S. I'rovoat, of " C " 
liattcry, and Corporal McConnau, B. C. G. 
A., contributed reoitations and spoechoa to 
tho general entertainment, "Retreat" not 
being sounded till the early hours of this 
morniug.. 



NORTJIWEST LEGISLATURE. 

Formal Opeiilng of the ScsBlon— Summary of 
the Siieech from the Throne. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 17. — (Special) — The 

Northwest Lcgialaturo opened its fourth 
eesbion at Regina this aftereoon. Lt. -Gov- 
ernor Royal in tho Spoccli from tho tlirono, 
says: > "Tho public reciuirement of tho 
Territories rondcra it desirable that the 
Legislature should meet at an early dato in 
tho new hnancial year and as soon aa possi- 
ble after the tranafor of tho moneys voted 
by Parlianjcnt for use iti territorial aiiinin- 
iatrat'on haa boon ordered by tho hon. Privy 
Council. These roaaona havo induced mo 
to call you together at this time, and I havo 
much pleasure in again welcoming you to 
the sent of Government of tho Territories. 
I am happy to be able to state in general 
lliat a cuntinuod experience of tho working 
of the litiuor licenso ordinance ahowa that 
any apprehensions whioh may have been en- 
tertained as to the measure being followed 
by an increase of crime in tho country have 
proved to be unfounded. It will be necca- 
aary, however, in order to render moro 
cireooivo the prohibitory clauses of tho 
Dominion act, whioh havo remained in force 
in tho unorganized portions of the Terri- 
tories, to adopt some means of facilitating 
and improving the inspection."

Favorable Pest Oflice Statement— The

Repurted OpiBions of Sir John Thomp- 
son and Hon. Mr. 
Tupper. 



Tho U. S. Government Increase Their 
Demands Upon the Commer- 
cial Company. 



London, Aug. 17.— Charles H. Tupper, 
(Canadian Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
and British agent at tho Bobring Sea arbi- 
tration, sailed for Montreal on tho steamer 
Parisian to day. Shortly before going 
aboard he said he believed that the United 
States would agree to the regnlations which 
would protect seal life in Behring Sea, 
while not stopping profitable pelagio seal- 
ing. 

Sir John Thompson, Minister of Justice 
and member of tho arbitration, who sailed 
with Mr. Tupper, said that the award of 
tho tribunal ought to fairly satisfy 
Canadians. It was inevitable, he 
said, that any regulations should tend 
to restrict pelagic sealing because tho treaty 
had not gitrcn tho arbitrators the right to 
regulate the killing of seals on land or 
within territorial waters. "The regu- 
lations prepared a few weeks ago," said Sir 
John, " would literally have abolished 
pelagic sealing in accordance with the 
American contention. The practical reasons 
whioh Lord Hannen and I advanced, how- 
ever, induced a modification. This so dis- 
satisfied the American arbitrators that they 
refnsed to vote in the matter. 

WAsmKOTON, Aug, 17.— An extraordinary 
and unexpected seqnel of the Behring Sea 
sealing controversy is that the lessees of the 
Pribyloff Islands who, siDoe the agitation 
of the questions now deolded by arbitration 
have, year by year been restrained by the 
United States within narrower limits in re- 
gard to tho number of seals captured, have 
now boon oliicially notified that tho full 
amount of their stipulated rental will be 
exacted by the United States, and that the 
action of the previous adnunistration in re- 
ducing tho rental to correspond with tho 
reductions enforced in tho catch was illegal. 

Secretary Carlisle to-day made an oliicial 
demand on the North American Com- 
mercial Co. for lJ'2S9,718.10 for rental and 
bonus of tho Pribyloll' Islands. Tho action 
of Secretary Carlisle ia based on an opinion 
rendered by Attorney-Genortd Olney. In 
his letter to Lloyd Tovis, of San Francisco, 
president of the North American Com- 
mercial Co. , Secretary Carlisle says: "Tho 
action of my predecessors in making reduc- 
tions in tho rental and bonus which 
your company agreed to pay to 
the United States under its con- 
tract for tho exclusive privilege of taking 
fur seals in Alaska waa without authority of 
law." Tho original contract was entered 
into in 18S9, which fixed tho annual rental 
and limited tho oatoh in any one year, 
which catch could be further reduced in tho 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
In addition to the rental the Government 
was to receive $9.60 per skin for each seal 
taken, besides other provisiona as to the 
care of tho natives. 

Acting on an opinion rendered by Attor- 
ncy-Goneral Miller,|Seoretary Charles Fos- 
ter reduced the oatoh of seals from the 
original contract and reduced the rent in 
proportion. This action of Secretary Fos- 
ter's is now declared to have been illegal, 
hence the demand made, which, it is under- 
stood, will bo followed by legal proceedings 
in case the demand is not complied with. 

CiiiuACO, Aug. 17. — Tho leading feature 
of tho day'a session of the Peace Congress 
waa a telegram concerning tho outcome of 
tho International conference at Paria which 
was sent to Queen Victoria and to Presi- 
dent Cleveland. Tho joint message 
read aa follows : " To Hor Majesty 
tho (Jueen of Groat Britain and Ireland 
and to President Grover Cleveland of tho 
United Status : Tho World's Peace Con- 
grcaa of Chicago send c(|ual congratulationa 
to Groat Britain and America on the 
triumph of arbitration as a substitute for 
war as exemplified in the recent Behring 
Sea question, cementing the friendship of 
both nations and full of the happiest 
augury for mankind.

J une 30 shows that the bank has recovered 
from the effect of the reduction of interest, 
four years ago, from four percent, to three and 
a half, aa the dcpoaila during tho year ex- 
ceeded tho withdrawals by moro than a 
million, and the balance at the credit of de- 
positors was the largest ever known, being 
S.'!.'},l."i."!,103, an increase of nearly two mil- 
lions over last year, being eleven hundred 
thousiiiid more than the highest iimouat 
over reached previinialy.

Tbc Qnebec Session. 

Qoehec, Aug. 17. — It is aemi-officially 
announced that the Quebec Legislature will 
be called to meet for tho dispatch of busi- 
ness on or about November 10th this year^ 
the ministers being desiroua of getting the 
seesion over before tho Christmas holidays.

They were 
blasting on tho 14th inst., on tho Nelson 
end, making a rock out, when a ledge was 
struck, running in a south easterly direc 
tion. The lodge is 18 to "JO feet wide, and 
carries rich gold beuring quartz. It is a 
continuation of tho Gold Kmg, located on 
the •2i)ih inst., and hold by Joseph Stiraky 
and J. Hargreaves on Anderson Creek, 
about fonr miles from Nelson and one and u 
half miles from West Kootenay Arm. Tho 
Gold King has been opened about 20 feet, 
running into the main ledge. Mr. S. 
Davys, of Nelson, assayed the latter at 
SSC'iO per ton, running §19 in gold, the 
balance in silver. A mineral expert has 
given a very favorable opinion of the quartz, 

The find has been reported to havo been 
atakcd by the foreman boss. Tha great 
value of these mines lies in their immeaiats 
proximity to the railway. The expenses 
prior to shipment will bo materially re 
duced and the ore can bo dumped on the 
cara and shipped auinmer and winter. It is 
proverbial tbat railway companies are Jo 
nahs in the way of running across rich min- 
eral deposits. The tranacontinental roads, 
in all their extensive cuttings, made nc 
finda.

Discussion of Frei^lit. Rates at a 
Meeting: of tlie Conucll Yes-

Tho Council of tho B. C. Board of Trade 
hold a spociiU mooting yoaterdiiy morning 
a6 the Qoard roomR, for the purpoae of dis- 
oassing with the manager of the C.P.N. Co. , 

Capt. John Irving, tlio question of rodiiced 
freight rates from Victoria to iho Mainland. 
Tho ch^iirwua occupied by tho President, 
Mr. A. C. Flumcrfelt, and there was o large 
attondauoo of members, but the (jentlemiin 
' at whose instigation the matter was taken 
up, Mr. G. Leiser", was unfortunately un- 
able to be present. 

Buforu Capt. Irving arrived several mat- 
ters of general business were attended to. 
Tho ooniniitteo to which was referred tlie 
question of printing the annual report, re- 
oommeudcd that the work be done, and it 
was so decided, the number of copies to be 
ordered to ba left to their discretion. As 
soon as the reporia are ready they will be 
mailed to tho varimia inembers and, gener 
ally distributed, as buforo. 

When Captain Irvinj; arrived, aooom 
panicd by Mr. R, V. llithet, the freight 
(jueatiou was at onco taken up, Jlr. Viunior- 
telt explaining what tho snggtetions had 
been. Captain Irving ri'iilied that he would 
bo happy to do whatever was pocaiblc, but 
would like to diacua*! with some of theao 
merchants who complained about tlio al- 
leged heavy freight, the question of prodt, 
as he was quite sure they were making more 
9at 9f the shipments than the C-P.N. Co. 
was. 

Ml". Rithct explaiuod that freight rates 
were cheaper than they had been aome 
years ago when there was no competition at 
all. It must be remembered that freight 
for Vancouver and New Weatniinator had 
to be twice handled, and after this considcr- 
^able sum was paid, oat, there was not niuoh 
'left for the boat. 

Captain Irving gave the figares. It costs 
35 cents to handle a ton of freight for the 
steamer. Two handlings is 70 cents per 
ton, and the freight rate is §1, so that there 
was very little profit. 

Mr. Flumerfelt said it had been suggested 
that an increased trafiSo niii;ht make a re- 
duction in tho rate profitable. 

Mr. Rithot replied that he did not see at 
present v;hero the greatly increased tralTic 
was to come from. He did not think tho 
business to be done in Vancouver and Now 
Weatminater by Victoria houses would bo 
very much increased, unless it were possible 
for Victoria to give better prices, which of 
course was out of the question. So far as 
rates from the East were couoerued, Vic- 
toria was in juat the same position aa Van- 
couver and had nothing to complain of. 

Mr. Renouf — It ia the freight back to 
Vancouver that wo would like to see low- 
ered. 

Mr. D. R. Ker— Tho rate to New West- 
minster on certain lines is O.j cents, and to 
Victoria on the same goods it is 00 cents. 
That is where it tells against ua. 

Mr. H. E. Connon — Tho railways want 
one cent per mile per ton for the hauling 
without tho handling at all. 

Mr. Kithot did not think that Victoria 
bad very much to complain of in the way of 
freight ratoa, and while, of course, the local 
merchants here could not expect to do a 
very great business on tho lower Mainland, 
it must be remembered that Victoria had 

' markets which Vancouver could not touch 
at all, so that the geographical position was 
not such a great disadvantage after all. 
:' Mr. Flumerfelt inquired if it would be 

. vpdssible to have the rate to Nanaimo re- 
duced. 

Capt. Irving— Yoa had better see the 
Donsmuin. They are rnnninf? the railway 
and the steamer, and we do not compete. 
There is not money in the business for two 
of us, and if we were to start in competi- 
tion the rates would, of course, come doivn, 
but it would be at a loss to both of us, 
which there is no necessity for making. 

Mr. Rithot said that it was an undoubted 
fact that tho K. &. N. Co., in holding up 
their rates on the railway were standing in 
their own light aa they were allowing tlie 
business which should bo done from Vic- 
torio to go to tho Mainland and into the 
handa of a rival ateaniboat company, which, 
though it was carrying the freight very 
cheaply, must be doing so at a loss. How- 
ever, he had hopes that in the near future 
there might be such a red-iction aa would en- 
able a greater volume of businesB to bo done 
with tho coal city by Victoria merchants. 

Col. Prior, M.P., referring to the railway 
rates, said that be thought Winnipeg waa 
being favored by the C.P.R. to tho die- 
advantage of the Coast. The Winnipeg 
houses were now reaching out for the 
Kootenay business, and could do it on suoh 
terms that Victoria would have some diffi- 
culty in ccmpeting. 

While Mr. R thot was present, the ques- 
tion of cold storage waa also taken up and 
discussed. Mr. Bithet expressed tho opin- 
ion that there was only one way in which 
tho cold storage business might be made to 
pay, and that was by working it in oonneo- 
tion with the butchering business. Ho 
thouglit that it would be necessary for the 
company that should undertake to conduct 
such a business to have a capital of abont 
$100,000, as it would be necessary for the 
company to go into business on its own ac- 
count and buy when the market was cheap- 
eat, so as to sell at a profit when prioes 
were better. For his part, he could see 
that the buainesa was a paying one, that 
there were reasonable prospects ahead of 
the enterprise proving eucecasful. He did not 
think there would be any dili'iculty in get- 
ting tho necessary building up soon, but 
ho w.is not yet convinced that 
the scheme would bo so aucccasful 
as some thought. Vet he would bo 
quite willing to go in for it if ho could ase 
daylight ahead. It would, however, bo usoleEB 
for tho company to go into a buainesa of 
that kind without enough money. Tliia 
was, he thought, the trouble with a great 
many of tho companies that had organized 
with just enough money to get their plant 
and start up; then, when more money wan 
necessary to carry on tho business, tho com- 
pany had to become borrowers, and instead 
of making fair profits, there was a great 
chance of being in hot water all tho time, 
just because there was not money enough 
put in in the first place. 

Alter some general discussion Col. Prior 
moved a vote of thanks to Capt. Irving for 
his attendance, and the meeting adjourned.

exceeding this by over 100 per cent. 

It must have been amusing to the re- 
porters to read that tho high moral sense of 
tho worthy munagiag director of the tram 
company, a former newspaper manager, was 
severely aboekel ^irhen informedjof the de- 
ception practised as much in fuvor of the 
trams as the show!^ Of course it is the first 
instance that ever came to his knowledge 
where the dear public, whom ho so delights 
to serve, were misled by a local paragraph ! 
However, the reporters are quite able to de- 
fend themsGlvcs, and I need not say more. 

"In taking leave of this subject," to uao 
the words of Mr. H,, I am surpiittd that 
so astute a diplomat should ever have writ- 
ton a line that would cause a public criticism 
of tramway management and service. The 
truth of tho matter is so widely known that 
even the clever pen of the managing director 
cannot make the dear public believe black 
is white.

THE ARUITRATION. 

It is not a little sinjjalar, but still, in a 
measure it is not surprising to notice the 

manner in which tho award of the Bohring 
Sea arbitrators ia regarded by tho people of 
Oroat Britain and tho United Statea, who 
alike aeom to have made up their minds 
that they have gained their point — the one 
in the maintenanoe of the prinoiple for 
which they contended, the other in securing 
the object which they had in view. Thia 
ia well cxpreaaed by tho New York Herald, 
which saya, "it gives to tlio Government 
and to ita lesaee, the fur company, all that 
was rightly asked." Our neighbors have, 
ib would appear, reawn to oonf;ratttlate 
themselves; for though they are beaten they, 
asit issaid, have gaincdall and more th!.n all 
which the late Hecrotary of State Biaino do 
mandod. Britain's victory ia for Canada 
worse than a defeat, for though it is 
logically expected to have secured to the 
B,C. sealers (ndemnifioation for the losses 
to which they have been subjected by un 
due United States interference, it has, it is 
claimed, destroyed a loc»l induatry in which 
a capital of over §500,000 haa been in 
vested, and in which Eomo 1,500 or more 
men earn their own living, and at a low esti- 
mate thatoffromfonror five thousand women 
and children. " Schooners for Sale !" will 
undoubtedly be the announcement on all 
handa, and the Uaited States or the Alaska 
Commercial Company will bo ablo to come 
in and obtain cheap veaaola and outlita for 
the prosecution of that induatry which they 
have managed to lock up against those who 
were the first to develop it and to demon 
strate ita posaihilities. Captain Warren's 
point would appear to be well taken : "The 
arbitrators agreed that wo were in a legal 
and legitimate buainesa," his (jueation being 
only the natural carollary, " but why 
should it be taken from us without payment 
for value received t " Doubtless there are 
many who will be disposed to agree with 
Captain Cox, althougli they will hardly 
undertake to -say so, when ho remarked 
that tho decision is " not to protect the 
seals " while " tho arbitration was merely a 
faroe, the motive ot which was to give some 
shadow of color, some reason which Eng- 
land could advance when told of the injury, 
wanton and illegal, done to vessels flying 
her flag. She did not want to protect 
them, but; must liavo an excuse for neglect." 
This, it may be rouiarked, ia a nioal serious 
reflection. 

The queation, however, not unnaturally, 
arises whether or not, since the regulatioLs 
submitted are outside of tho questions pre- 
sented to the Board, although it was in- 
tended that auggeationa for the bettor pro- 
tection of seal life in tho future should bo 
made— are binding. The principle at issue 
was whether or not the course of the United 
States was justified by internBtional law, 
the proposed regulations being, it is claimed, 
merely suggsslive of mutual action for tho 
future, uud that being tlio case, sliuiild lie 
open to reviaiou and anioudinent. There 
were fivo questions arbitrated upon in- 
volving matters of principle, and tho cor- 
rectness of the British position with regard 
to them was fully vindicated by the award. 
Kot having committed any international 
wrong — and this was the contention of oven 
the Britieh Goverumont— tho Canatliau 
sealers ought not, they say, to bo com- 
pellod in spito of themaolves to submit to 
regulations which, as even the Amerioan 
ogent, Hon. John W. Foster, with others, 
has declared, ara "much better than Mr. 
Blaine vainly olVored to f.ord Salisbury iu 
18D0 as a fleltlomont. Mr. Biaino then pro- 
poned aa the aeul restriction of polu^ic seal- 
ing to prohibit within sixty miles of tho 
Pribyioir Islands. The present settlement 
is also more udv!i:itagoou8 than tho one pro- 
posed by Mr. Bayord in 1888, aa ha asked j 



no protection for the seals during May and 
June." 

There is, however, a silver lining to tho 
cloud oven should it unfortunately 
have burst upon us in its fullest intensity. 
There ia the prospect, unless the Ameri- 
cans repudiate -their, obligations, -of ; the 
British Columbian sealers receiving indem- 
nity for tho veaaula that have been illegally 
seized- some of tlieiu conliaeuted— for the 
loaaea to which their owners have been put, 
on account of an unwarranted inter- 
ference with them in their legitimate avoca- 
tion, and for the hardships to whloh tho 
crews and hunters have been subjected, be- 
Oiuiso of tlie enforced stoppage of their law- 
ful imrsiiits. Great Britain, although our 
sealing ineu ore, some of them, iaeliuod to 
complain of her action, has paid the bill for 
the injuries inflicted by reason of the sudden 
putting into force of the modus vivendi, and 
it is now for the United Statea to meet 
thoir obligations, otherwiao the feeling of 
diosatisfaetion and injury will bo intenailied. 

But there is a strong element of dissatis- 
faction in the United States. Secretary of 
Stuto Greahain, who oooupiea tho position 
formerly filled by the late Mr. Blaine, ia 
among this number, liis viewa, it is said, 
being shared by his colleagiiea. But that ia 
not on account of the stringency of tho re- 
gulations, but beoauao they are interpreted 
to mean that the United Statea will havo 
entailed ou them the cost and worry of 
patrolling Bebring Sea without bcnctit to 
their sealers, while Russia, Japan, and per- 
haps other natioua reap the harvest, the ro- 
giilaliona being binding only on Great Bri- 
tain, Canada and tho United Statea. It ia 
claimed that as a consequence of the regula- 
tions in the dose season, during May, June 
and July, both Great Britain and the Uni- 
ted States will be obliged to maintain a 
Hoot of naval vcascls to police tlio sealing 
waters, and it is believed at tho Navy De- 
partment that this will result in the estab- 
lishment of a permanent Beliring Sea 
squadron for duty during tho three 
months named. The United States 
will also be obliged to inaintain 
watch on the waters within the sixty-mile 
zone around the Pribylof islands during 
tho entire mild season from April 1 to Sep- 
tember 1, and it is probable this duty will 
be discharged by vessels of the revenue ma- 
rine setvioew And for what object is all this ? 
To secure a monopoly of the seal trade for 
an American company. Tho Now York 
Sun thus puts tho case : 

The truth is that we never had the faint- 
est grounds in international law for the 
claim that the Bohring sea waa a maro 
olauaum, or that by ceaaion from Ruaaia wo 
acquired exoluaivo juriadiotion over tho 
eastern part of it, or that we poase9aed any 
right of property in seals outside of Ibu 
three-mile limit. The money spent on the 
asaertion of such a bare claim has been 
thrown away. So far as the case made 
by our State department, it met 
with deserved and derisory col- 
lapse by the Board of Arbitra- 
tion, but the proteoUon of the fur 
seals, which the arbitrators deny the right 
of the United States to give''; and for giving 
which we mast pay damages to the owners 
of seized Canadian vessels, will henceforth 
bu usjured to the animals by virtue of a de- 
cree of the international tribunal. The 
arbitrators havo taken measures to fulfill 
the humanitarian purpoae of safeguarding 
seal life, which, however, was notoriously 
nothing but a pretext in the mouth of the 
Alaska i'rading Company. As to claims of 
exclusive )uris(liction, or of special rights of 
property in the seal fiahencs, these are 
treated with contempt. 

It may be remarked that in the sole in- 
terest of tho Alaska Commercial monopoly 
the American citizens and sealera have hem 
placed in precisely tho same position as the 
B.C. sealers, and well may they complain. 
On them will be levied the cost entailed in 
the so-called protection of seal life, which 
means the maintenance of a monopoly purely 
and simply in tho hands of a few Republican 
politicians. Tho situation is u most iinaatis 
factory ono — unsatisfactory to the bulk of 
tho people both in Canada and the United 
States ; and it is not, we confess, every 
3ritiah Columbian who can regard it with 
tho same equanimity as the editor of tho 
News-Advertiser, who says : 

Tho practical conclusion of the whole mat- 
ter ia, that whilst ('anuda gains in 
regard to all aealing things of the 
recent past aubniitted to the arbitra- 
tora' deeiaion, tho United Statea and 
their Alaskan veaaels niuat incidi'utally 
profit largely by tho reaulta of the decision 
as to things future. The reason for tbia lat- 
ter consequence being, however, an inten- 
tion to protect seal life, we can console 
ourselves in tho matter with the relleoiion 
that the Canadian case lost nothing from 
any want of able argument, as also with the 
feeling that, if the arbitrators' view ia cor- 
rect in fact, tho reatrictiona, somewhat 
arduous though certain of them seem, tend 
to prevent a still greater evil, namely, tho 
extinction of a valuable fishery by utter de- 
pletion. We feel, moreover, considerable 
confidence that the skill and energy of those 
engaged in our sealing industry will, de- 
spite the restrtotioDS in queation, render 
good and profitable account of themselves 
year by year^ 

"A HUMANE PURPOSE." 

The New York Herald, in its congratula- 
tions as to the outcome of the Bebring Sea 
arbitration, ia inclined to be humorous. In- 
deed, tho attituSe of tho United States in 
this matter has had about it a very great 
deal of tho ludiorous; but, for all that, thoro 
was tho constant presence of the eye to 
busiueaa. In its editorial on the deolaion of 
the arbitrators it says: "The position 
taken by the United Statea in the Behring 
Sea affair was tho outcome of a humane 
purpose." Where has been manifested tlie 
humanitarian ospect of tho case Was it 
upon tho PribylolT Islands, whore the 
hunters have, under Government protection, 
perpetrated the moat atrooioua cruelties 
upon the unfortunate seals, and is it' to bo 
demonstrated in the future in the unajiaring 
use of tho apoars and clubs whioli aro cur- 
tain to be so effectively used ou tho island 
and other rnokoiica ? How the well-known 
fur dealer, Mr. Liebos, upprooiatos tho hu- 
manitarian aspect of the case he describes 
when he aaya : "In that dooiaion wo got 
juat what belonged to ua, nothing more and 



nothing less. Our rights have been pre> 
served, and thoso of England havo not been 
infringed upon. Wo have tho seals and 
England dyos tho akina." Blood and fur ia 
what tho Alaska Company will have secured 
if the regulations go into force.

TllK Legislature of the Korthweat Ter- 
ritories, yesterday opened ila^fourth bossion, 
mainly for the purpose of appropriating the 
nionoya voted by the Dominion Parliament. 
It is announced by Hia Honor, the Lieut.- 
Governor, tbiit tho upprehcnaiona enter- 
tained aa to tho working of the liquor 
license ordinance, have not been realized ; 
but he reeomnienda more effective 
provisions for the carrying out of tho pro- 
hibitory provisions of the Dominion Act in 
the unorganized portions of the Territories. 

LocAi, eriokotera think — and tho idea ia 
worthy of serious attention — that it would 
be well for their brethren in this Province, 
to arrange not only to play a series of 
matches with tho Auatralian eleven who are 
coming thia way ; but also to entertain 
them in tuch a way as to show how sincere 
tho regard of liriliah Colunibiaus ia lor 
their long separated brethren at the 
Anttpedes, with whom they have latterly 
been brought into closer relations ; which, 
it is to bo hoped, will become still more 
plousaut and advantageous also. 

Ib was rather an amusing meeting that 
was held in the Victoria City Hall on Wed- 
nesday night. It covered a tremendous 
amount of ground, and yet was practically 
inconsc qiieut, if it bo true, as alleijcd, that 
those present had no inforniaui>n befuro 
them to enable thorn to undcratuud what 
they were voting for. And may it not be 
said, as the remarks of Mr. Robert Ward 
indicated, that the tendency of the ratepay- 
era is to treat with indiflTsrence questions of 
financial importance. Take, for instance, 
the votes which have time and again been 
cast at the polls upon financial by-laws. 
What proportion of the ratepayers wore re- 
presented ? 

Thk rioting in the city of Bombay, which 
has attracted some attention, is one more 
demonstration of that hatred which is 
aroused among people of all races, as it has 
been put, " for the love of God." Indeed, 
tho quantity of bloodshed, everything con- 
sidered, has been very great, for almost 
everywhere— particularly in Eastern conn 
tries — tho man who believes himself to bo 
fighting in a holy cause knowa no fear and 
recognizee no obatucles, nor docs tho fact 
that hia^belief ia ill-founded make any differ' 
ence. But it frequently happens in snoh 
cases that tho worst fighters are those who 
have little or no faith iu tho cause for which 
the zealots arc fighting, but who take ad 
vantage of tho opportunity afforded to 
gratify their brutal instincts.

The last attempt to roiso the San Pedro 
proved ooncluaivoly that tho worst that 
could havo boon expected of tho wreck is 
only too true. Tho middle of the ship has 
been lying on tho rocks which havo punc- 
tured the steel plates every two feet be- 
tween the heavy ribs, and what is worse, 
the injury is so located that it is impossible 
to got at it. So long as the vessel stays on 
tho rock tho water cannot leak in very 
much, hut the moment tho boat comes up a 
few inches the water rushes in with terrible 
force. The effect of this ia shown by one 
thing, viz., tho raising of the boilers, which 
came clean away from their fastenings. So 
e.'ctensivo are those injuries, heretofore un- 
known, und so difllcult, in fact impossible, 
would it bo to get at them, that it has been 
decided to make no further effjrt to raise 
the vessel. What will bo done with her ia 
not definitely known, however, and pending 
inatruotions from New York, very little 
work is being done. The pumps are being 
taken ofif the ship, and a good deal of the 
gear which waa in use haa been brought in 
to the outer wharf, where it ia now stored. 
It is re{{arded aa certain that the San I'edro 
cannot be raised, bao in all probability she 
will be taken off th^ rock in some shape or 
other and thua remove what has long been 
an eyesore to Victorians. There ia probably 
§25,000 or S30,000 worth of material that 
can be saved. Tho amount of money spent 
in the attempt to raise tho ship since Capt. 
J. M. Lachlan took charKO is greatly over- 
estimated by i\ largo number nf people. 
The o.xact figures are not known, but tho 
sum ia not very much over §30,000.

World's Columbian Exposition, Jack 
SON Pakk, Aur. 15.— Cuniula Dguin cornea 
to the front at the World's Fair, this time 
na tho joint host with the United Stiitca in 
oiitertainiiig colehrutcd engiuoerafroni uvcry 
(juarter of tho globe. It uppuara that eonio 
two years ago, when the World's Fair was 
first mooted, the American societies of Civil 
Kngineera sought tho co-operation of the 
Cauadiau Society in extending to all tho 
Bocieties of civil engineers in tbe world an 
invitation to attend a world's eoogreSS to be 
lield at the city in the United States at 
which it would bo decided to hold tho 
World's Columbian Exposition, Chicago 
hud not then been choaon as tho site. Thia 
f;ri\nd cougreaa has just concluded a series 
of sossiona lusting over a week at the Art 
Iiiatituto here. Every civilizid nation was 
repreaeutod, Kmiuent engineers, witli 
world - wide reputations conipoaoil thi 
illustrious gathering. Eaauys aiu 
papers dciiling with important do- 
partnientu ot every branch cf engineering 
were reiul and subaequcully printed for cl 
beuelit of inembera of the engineering pro- 
feaaion. The Caniutian aaaooiatlon was re- 
presented by Mr. T. (J. Kuefer, of Ottawa, 
in the obaence of the president, Mr. K. 1'. 
HftQuaford, chief engineer of the Grand 
Trunk railway. Aa a joint host, Mr. 
Keefer oecupiud a pruniineiit place on tlie 
platform at all seaaiona of the ooiigrcaa, and 
assisted President Metcalfe, cf the Anieri 
can association in welcoming and entertain 
ing the visiting engineers. It would take 
columns to give a comprehensive report of 
the variciua aubjecta treated at thia con- 
greaa. It Is, however, interesting to C'ana 
dians to know that the Canadian Pacific 
railway, tho Canadian canal system, and 
our other public work", received consider- 
able attention, and wore the subject of in- 
teresting discussion by eminent engineers 
from all the Urge European countries, as 
well as the United States. 

At the close of tho session of thia con 
gress, President Metcalfe, who is a very 
wealthy and eminent American engineer, 
entertained tlte visitors at a magnitiuent 
banquet »b the Chicago Club. Perhaps 
never before baa the world seen such a 
gathering. The cream of the engineering 
profession of the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Rnssia, Sweden 
and the other greikt nationB of the earth 
were gathered around the festive board, 
Mr. Reefer, representing the Canadian aS' 
sociatien, was asked to oocnpy the vice 
chair. After dinner, when toasts were in 
order, tho vice-president of the American 
associatioa proposed the health of the sister 
association in Canada, and Mr. Keefer re 
plied. Among other things, lie called tho 
attention of tho gathering to the fact that 
the Canadian canals had contributed not a 
little to the succeaa of tho World's 
Fair. Even the caravala of Cohim 
bus reached Chicago through the Canadian 
system of St. Lawrence river canals, aa did 
also the American warship Blake. Ho also 
spoke of tho vast extent of our great North- 
west, and the high latitude in which it was 
possible to grow standard grains. Tho im 
portanco of constructing a system of ship 
canals from tho head of the Great Lakes to 
tho Atlantic Ocean formed an interesting 
topic of discussion. Mr. Keefer pointed 
out that at present Canadians were not so 
deeply interested in this project as were the 
Northwestern States, but, hu said, as soon 
as the vast extent of territory in the Cana- 
dian Northwest was settled tho question of 
the expcdieooy of utilizing the splendid and 
natural water way between Lake Superior 
and the Atlantic Ocean for the transport of 
grain from the vast grainieries of the Cana- 
dian and American Northwest by ocean 
steamers without trass-shipment would be- 
come a burning qOestion in both coontriea. 

The remarks of Mr. Chos. Haodonald, 
the Vice-President of the Ameriean Asso- 
ciation in proposing the toast,'were eulogis- 
tic of Goiiaaa and Canadian entcrpriuc. 
Mr. Macdonald, who is one of the largcit 
bridge builders in tho United States, is a 
Canadian boy from near Gananoque, Ont, , 
and ia now identified with tho greatest en- 
gineering triiunphs the United States can 
boast ol. It would astonish our people to 
know the large number of native born 
Canadians who occupy the foremost posi- 
tions in almost every avenue of life in this 
country.

AUBCrm, A^::™"'' "/J .v..," 
country represented ttt tho exposition, ai'o 
busily engaged from morniug to night ex- 
amining apH testing exhibits and samples, 
and making reports of tho result of their cx- 
nailsBtion to the diCTerotit oomtnittees of 
award. When this examination is cotn- 
plete the committee of aword will announce 
the result and publish thy names of the 
winners of diplomas and m<:aBls. 

Tho department of agriculture proper is 
by far the largest department the iudgea 
will have to pronounce upon. Millions of 
samples of grain have to be examined. Of 
courte all these do not entir into competi- 
tion, because when samples of grain are 
found not to bo up lo a certain ttandurd ih 
weight they are lliro.vn out, while tlie ^ roct 
are subjected to an analyaia by chemical er- 
perta before being leported for luvarc'. it 
ia hard to predict anylldng an to rcSalts 
wlien the liold is so imMcnae, but fro'.'^ what, 
can be gathered from romarkf; 'of tho 
judges it ia a:ifo to Ciiy that 
Canada will occupy no Hcconci n'r.co in this 
veiy important department. Manitoba 
hard wheat has excited universal admiration 
of all tho judges, and it is .-iuite possible, 
■in fact even probable, that in thin claaa of 
grain Canada will boat the world. Jilr. K. 
48. HodgiiiB, of Lucan, Ont., Suporintondent 
■ ofiAgr)oiiJltare for 'Canada at the fair, is tho 
only Canadian 'judge in tho department of 
Bgrioulture proper. Mr. Hodgina, however, 
is a competent man, and commands the re- 
spect of his fellow jurors to quite iU great 
an extent as bur exhibits have opmmandod 
' the universal admiration of visitors.

{LTHB GOLD INDUSTRY. 

To THE Editou : — Incontiniiitioa of the 
letter I sent you Inst mail about tho im- 
portance of developing the gold-producing 
industries of IJi itiab Coliimbia, I will follow 
up tho Hubjcot by trausluting un article from 
cuoljf the leading papers of Valparaiso to 
ahow you how tho doprcoiitinn of silver ia 
looked upon in a silver-producing country 
w'ith no gold coin in common circulation : 

Tho depreciation of the silver was bonnd 
to occur bocauBO it was in tho natural order 
of things, against which tho astute combina- 
tion of politicians and the manipulation of 
sohemors availed nothing. The progroasivo 
ond constant fall that tho price of silver has 
experienced for more than twenty years, 
during which its monetary relation to gold 
remained invariable, was bound to bring ita 
depreciation in a time moro or leas diatiuit 
but not less iaevitablo. 

This woB a fact suro, foraoen, and mucy 
times foretold. 

The doctrine that only one motal should 
servo BB a standard of all values, which 
from nn attentive and passionless history 
of economy, had been produced by econ. 
omists, has received in the last twenty years 
indisputable eonfirmatibn. Bi-metalism, 
based cn a 'fixed legal relation between the 
value of gold and silver, could tnaintain its 
position while thatpropurtion was sot much 
removed from actual values. 1' 

"Until 1870 or 1875 many nations acting 
in concert could establish the value that 
S15.\ silver was equal to one dollar of gold, 
because in actual fact it then cost about bhft 
same to extract from the mines or to buy 
one dollar of gold or Sl''>4 of 8ilver._ To- 
day it ia beyond human power to maintain 
the aame proportion, bccnusoin reality ouo 
dollar iif gold is worth Si dollars of silver, 
and it ia impossible to m.y how many it may 
bo worth to-morrow. 

"It is for thia reason that the tivo intej- 
nntioual conferencea aaaemblcd in Puria in 
1S7S and ISSl, and that of Brussels in tho 
jjuat year bavo not been able to restore, tho 
relalioua of ailver '.(> gold. A einiilar rcault 
woidd follow u fourth conforeuoe. 

"it ia uu error to beliuve that yesterduy 
tbe deprci-iation of Eilv.-r in ISTIi by Ger- 
many and the subaciincnt paralyzition of ita 
allegiuuco to the Latin union, to-day that 
of the rupee currency of India, iiiid to-mor- 
row tho cessation of silver purchase by tlio 
United States, havu been or can bo the 
cause of the depreciation of .silver. On the 
contrary these measures have been, are, and 
will bo simply tho inevitable conaeciucnces 
of economical foots, blear and inccnteatuble, 
that tlio luw can neither conceal nor avoid, 

"In cll'eet those measures were taken on 
account ot tho enormous and indofinito pro- 
duction of eilver, while the production of 
gold remained stationery; and they were 
adopted only when tho silver money was so 
depreciated as to produce tho exportation of 
gold— according to tho well known law of 
Greahamj and Uiis lowering of the monetary 
value produced a corresponding increase in 
the value of all purchasable things, dis- 
turbing tho markets and iojaring the whole 
world except tho producers of silver and 
some few speculators as unprincipled aa 
audacious. 

"The United States, in IHIS, after tho 
war of seceasion, had tho good uense to 
adopt gold as tho only standard of value, 
Hut immediately thereafter there began the 
development of its great mines in Ncvudu, 
Colorado, and New Mexico, which produced 
such (|uantities that, in a short time, the 
production of silver throughout the world 
was doubled. Naturally, the price of tho 
metal throughout tho world began to de- 
cline, and Yankee miners became much in- 
terested in bimctidlism. They lost, bow- 
ever, tho campaign; because tho best in- 
formed would not bo misled; but in ex- 
change they obtained from Congress, in 187>S, 
a partial satisfaction of theso interests iu 
tho shape of the Sherman law, bcoordine to 
which the Treasury was obliged to buy 
annually $-1,500,000 silver, 

"Thus it is that to-day the United States 
find thomaelvea with tho enormous deposit 
of more than §500,000,000 of silver, of which 
the realizition will leave enormous losses, 
and which should be undertaken with con- 
summate prudence if a tremendous financial 
crisis is to bo avoided, which would lie no 
more fatal for any people than for them- 
selves, who produce one-half of the enor- 
mous annual stock of ailver -that is thrown 
upon the markets of tho world. 

" With all thia, and in spite of the money 
coined for India, which has been froED 42 to 
4.3,000,000 annually, the price of the stand- 
ard ounce of silver his been falling cmtinu- 
ally, na the following table will show : —

If the law of November, iiQtl been 

\iiado upon a aih;tir basis our excb.'.vnito 
would have aull'erod by thia time an enor- 
moua depreciuli.oii and upon tho day of the 
return to apci>io pnymunta, we would have 
found ourac'ivta isolated from tho econo- 
mical buaincBB world, with a ropudiate<l 
currency, which will only be admitted in 
tho early future as an auxiliary of gold, by 
all civilized nations. 

Unfortunately,, this lowering of the j^rice 
of silver is also a rude shook to oar national 
resources, because the exportation of "silver 
forms live per cent, of our total Exporta- 
tion. Unfortunately, also, was it tbab In 
tho past year, our Cougross did not'&pprovo 
tho report ot tho commiBiion on (^Bnanco, 
which adviaerl tho immediate «ala bf the 
ailver depoaitcd in the mint at Santiago and 
the proceeda to bo converted by tpurohase' 
into gold or gold values, and our Govern- 
ment, in couacquonco, loaea-a larRo sum of 
money. 

It would most likoly bo advisable in 
order to avoid a still greater loss, that these 
bars he sold as soon aa possible.

Ifow far tho price of ailver will deBcend, 
it is impoaaiblo to fnreaoe, becauso ita future 
produQtion cmnot bo dotorininod witli cer- 
tainty, nor the capability bf such markets 



as China and Japan of absorbing the sur- 
plus, -that tho action of tho Eaat Indian 
Governtncnt has act free. 

To lessen the effects that tho depreciation 
of llie white metal may producu in Chili, 
two roiida aro open to our Govermnono and 
to our miners, tho improvement of their 
mothoda of reduction and tho lowering of 
freights to ond from tho coaat by 
tho conetruotion of now lines of 
railway, or let it bo if nocca- 
aary by tho purcliuae of tho private lines 
now operating in tho northern provinces." 

Tho "ubiivo ia probably not a very elegant 
translation, but will bo understood by those 
who care to rend It. If it doea not appear 
tolerably clear from ita import that tho gold 
rcaoureea of Itritiah Columbia should bo de- 
veloped ua well as tho silvef, then 1 have 
wasted my time and trouble, but I am hope- 
ful that it will bo underatood, I will there- 
fore conclude by saying that I have conaiat- 
eiitly helioved ainoo the year 1S7-I, wheal 
lirst began to study tho subjoct, that tho re- 
aourcea of liritiah Columbia will never begin 
to bo developed until tliero is a lino of rail- 
way buill, not only into the centre, but 
throtigh ita gold-bearing area— and why not 
tho CaniKlian Western or Hritish Paoifio, if 
that be the line that aeeiiia to sccuretbe great- 
eat degree of populur favor. H. P. BeIiIi.

on a very small amount of money if ouo 
onlj' knows how to manaijo and ran 
spare tlietimn to smv ono".s own clotlu.'S. 

Tlicro aro thousands of women all over 
the land who mi','lit bo really well 
dressed with half tho money they now 
.spend while lookinu,' all the tiiii(> next 
door to shabby and ill dressed. I have 
made a thforetieal study of this difii- 
oulty and have also reduced my theory 
to practice for the last few years, and as 
every proven theory becomes a valuable 
fact let mo tell other women jnsfe how 
to manage so that all they will have to 
do will bo to follow this as closely as 
seems advi.sable, 

Suppose a hardworked father can only 
spare each of bis daughters, we will say, 
$80 a year, or some loving but small 
salaried young man has restricted his 
little wife to tho samo si^m. Now, let 
us seo what can bo dono with ifiQ 
stretched out so as to cover a year. 

This money ought to bo given into the 
bauds of tho person it is for in monthly 
or qaactorly parts, where It is possible, 
ifor otherwise it is hard to sj'stematiza 
tho expenditures. 

Tho woman who wishes to look and 
dress well on a small or large income 
must choose one color as the foundation, 
'and everything she buys should match 
that color, although it is not necessary 
that it should bo exactly of that shade. 
Then when one garment is worn out tho 
rest of the wardrobe will still match a 
now one in tho same color. Brown, 
blue, gray, black and heliotrope are tho 
standard colors for tho foundation of a 
wardrobe, and one can have plenty of 
variety with the different shades and 
complejncnts of any ouo of them. 

It is diSicult to make a beginning in 
the calcnlatioii, for a girl; must always 
have some clothes to wear, and so wo 
will suppose that she has the remainder 
of what Pho has bought tho yjrevious 
year, hut as she has not bought with 
■qare and economy they aro worth little. 
StUl there will be, wo will say, three 
good sets of undergarments, a pair of 
shoes and six i)air3 of stockings, one 
bro'WTi cashmere dross, an alpaca for 
every day and three calicoes, a walking 
jacket, one hat, two pairs of gloves, a 
few collars and bits of ribbon and lace. 

It is not the style nowadays to have a 
great pile of muslin underwear, as it 
used to bo. Colored petticoats for ordi- 
nary Buninier wear and flannel ones in 
gray or red are worn in winter, and 
white Bkirta only on dress occasions. 
Union undergarments of gauze in sum- 
mer and flannel in wnnter take tho place 
of the chenii.so and drawers almost uni- 
versally. Three gauze union garments, 
tiiree white skirts, three corset covers, 
one corset at a time, three long night- 
gowns and three dressing sacks are all 
the nndordothini^ now really fashiona- 
ble. . Of course if one wants more thoy 
can bo purchased, or now ones can bo 
added each year so that there aro always 
six on hand, allowing for tho wearing 
out of the old ones. 

Handkerchiefs, collars and other little 
accessories ean bo jnado to cost Jiiuch or 
little, as one desires. 

With reasoaabli) care a jacket or wrap 
bouLjht new <jnc Reason will be good for 
the rie.ivt it' it bo of plain and uniireten- 
tious style, and in any case it could be 
worn a'< second beat for a second season 
and probably another by some slight al- 
teration. Caro nuist be taken in keep- 
ing the garments brushed aiid neatly 
mended when laid away. Nothing will 
look woU that is not well kept. 

Now wo will begin our calculation. 
Tho c.'ishmoro is soiled, perhaps faded in 
streaks, wliieh it is apt; to bo if graj'. 
Take it apart and wash it in bark, iron- 
ing it while damp on the wrong side. 
Bemake it with the same, even more, 
care llian if it. were new, and with a little 
volutina as trimming it will look like 
new and bo a good second best gown at 
a cost of not over CO cents for lining and 
trimming. 

Then see how much money you have. 
If it is a quarter's salary of $20, you can 
do much. You can buy 10 yards of good 
surah or pongee or faille at 70 cents a 
yard if you go to tho right stores and 
watch tho papers to seo when there is a 
"drive" in silks. Q^t plain surfaced 
goods, as the others change so soon, 
whilo plain goods aro always in fashion, 
or you can got a figured china or India 
silk still cheaper, but they are not so 
economical in the long rani I saw silk, 
Tery pretty, in black with colored flow- 
era, at 89 cents a yard, and from that on 
up to a dollar, and silk is really tho most 
serviceablo of materials. Allow ^{ for 
linings, buttons and some laco, whicli can 
coat much or little, as j'ou like. A vel- 
vet belt can bo made of one-fourth yard 
of velvet and stillleavo a collar. 

Ten yards of silk are enough now for a 
diesfl unless tho wearer is unusually 
tail or wants n train. In that caso one 
f aid and a half more will bo_needo^

young person pongee, all black, is tho 
most ' Tisefal.\" Color can be /added by 
ribbons or flowers and evening effect by 
fichus, etc. 

A frame for a lace hat costs 15 cents, 
a pretty uutrimmed straw from 75 cents 
to ijl. A littlo lace, a bow of ribbon or 
II single flower will trim it. Much can 
bo piled on, but the less the daintier.

This will leave a littlo margin to liny 
a fur bordering it so de.^ired, for tlic 
storm serge will make a skirt, wai.^t and 
walking jacket if carefully cut. With a 
lining and a cardigan vest, this suit is 
warm enough for tho coldest days and 
always looks inch and seasonable, A 
neat littlo mnfl' or a Iimjuo can lie niadi 
of tho scraps. A bit of bright velvet or 
ribbon, a gilt buckle or a heron's feather 
is all the trimming the toque would 
need. 

During tho winter the spring purchases 
are made and the garments sewn, and 
each season's purchases should be made 
early enough to allow the time to mako 
them.

Chov 
iot, camel's hair, sergo or other all wool 
goods will last nicely with reasonable 
caro for at least thi-ce seasons, requiring 
perhax^s some alteration the last one.

This leaves a littlo margin which can 
bo applied toward a hat or a parasol, 
whicli can be purchased if the water- 
proof has not to bo bought. 

If a light evening dress is notreqiiired, 
tho price of that can be applied to some- 
thing else. A silk warp henrletta is 
recommended because itiathebest vahu! 
for the money of anything I know of. It 
will last 10 years with reasonable care, 
will wash, and always looks as rich as 
tho best silk and is bettev adapted for a 
variety of uses, anil if sorrow and death 
come it has only to be trimmed to bo a 
mourning gown, and young and old can 
wear it. 

Thus you seo a woman can have suit- 
able garments for each season on $80 a 
year, but tho strictest econouiy is nec- 
essary, and the saving of all the old bits 
of lining, trimming and buttons helps 
greatly. Great caro in cutting to ad- 
vantage is necessary and the making of 
one's own garments essential, for no 
woman can make a good appearance at 
all times for a year on so small a sum 
unless she can make her garments and 
hats, excepting cloaks, which it is better 
to buy unless the lady is really expert 
with her needle. 

If a woman cannot from lack of time 
make her own dresses, the next best 
thing is to go to some reliable house, 
spriiij^ and fall, and buy oiio good well 
made dn^ss of some all wool material, 
and not trust to tho cheai) dressmaker. 

Tho keeping of clothes neatly mended 
and clean is another essential, and the 
carefulness of putting off the best for 
second best or simple calico as soon as 
the special need for wearing one's best is 
over saves. 

Tho number of yards set down is exactly 
as I have tested it, but care must be taken 
not to waste. Plain goods cut to Best 
advantage. I have allowed eight now 
dresHCH yearly, yomo may jirefor fower 
dresHes and more of something else, but 
taking this outline as a guide, deviating 
where it is deemed jwlvisablo, it is not 
impossible to bo not only decently but 
woU clothed on this sum. One of the 
most expensive dresses could be left out 
to allow more gloves or other acces- 
sories. I wish every reader may have 
at least $80 a year, and that none may 
over have less. Ouvs Habfeb.

At 9 ;>0 a.m. yesterday tho annual con- 
vention (if tlio 'i'oung Men's Christian iiaao- 
ciation of tho I'acilic Northwest was opened 
ith a prayer service led by Mr, N. II. 
Jacks, of Portland, Ore,, after which Mr. 
J. A. Dummett, tlie travelling secretary, 
died tho meeting to order and appointed a 
nominating ooinmittoe, whicli suggested 
tlio following gentlemen as the periuauent 
oHiceia of tho convention: President, Mr. 
A. Jil. Muir, Victoria, B.C.; vice prcai- 
deuts, A. C. Brydone Jack, Westminster; 
A. V. Bell, Seattle; A. Caldwell, Now 
Whatcom; scorotary, Mr. J. Buikie, Port- 
land; assiatauli secretiiry, VV. H. Wilcox, 
Saoonia; assistant secretary, C. W. Stewart, 
jr., Whitworth College, Sumner. 

The president; una duly installed, and in 
an appropriate speech opened the regular 
buciuess of the coaveatiou. 

Tho following aaaoeiations made their re- 
ports: Viotoritt, B. U. ; Vancouver, 15 C. ; 
New Westminster, B. C; Kanaimo, H. C. ; 
Port Townsend, Wash.; Seattle, Wash.; 
Tacoma, Wash.; New Whatoora, Wash.; 
Portland, Central; Portland, Eftst Side; 
Salem; Spokane, Wash. 

All showed that good work had been 
done, and although the elTeot of the " hard 
times " had been felt they had managed to 
pull through with fair auccess. 

The reports were received from the Dis- 
trict committee as follows: District No. 1, 
F. W. Teogue, Viotoria, chairman ; District 
No. 2, A. V. Bell, Seattle, Wash., chair- 
man ; District No, 3, L. N. Gross, Portland, 
Or., chairman. 

These reporta were also of a helpful 
charac'er and iiuliciited much now work, 
the inlluence of which will bo felt in future 
years. Mr. Hicks, of New York, Mr. Ober, 
of Omaha, and Prof. W illianis, of the uni- 
versity of Michigan, all made encouraging 
euggcstiona along tho line of tho particular 
work. 

At noon all adjourned to tho Temperance 
hall where tho ladies of tho Presbyterian 
and lUptiat churches hud set a bountiful ro- 
paat, to which ample juatico was done. 

After all had parlukeii, each person rose 
and in turn announced hia or her name, 
where from and the length of time in asso- 
ciation work. Short speeches followed by 
Hon. L. W. Myers, the U. S. Consul, Revs. 
Dr. Campbell, McRao, Coombs, Mr. Hicks 
of New York City and Prof. Williuins of 
tho University of Wisconsin. 

The evening, however, was intended for 
tho grand gathering, and a refreshing one 
it proved. Tlie V, M. C. A. parlors wore 
taatofuUy decorated, betraying delicate 
skill in mattcra of arrangement. It was 
manifest that tho space available was totally 
inadequate, which led the president to re- 
mark chat that they wanted a home of their 
own.' The proceedings were marked 
throughout by a feeliog of warmth, friendli- 
ness and nnity as well as onjoyablencaa. 
Mr. T. M. Henderson, the president, was 
aupported by His Worship Mayor Heaven, 
Rt. Rev. Biahop Perrin and a number of 
the leading delegates. 

Mayor Beaveu was called upon to pro- 
nounce the firat words of welcome to the 
delegates, and very cheering and warm were 
those words. He apoke of the influence 
which tho organization has upon the young 
men of thia and other cities, advancing not 
merely their monil welfare, but their general 
buainesa interest?, and hoped that the );ood 
ell'ecla of this convention would lonj; be felt. 
In bidding tho delegates welcome hu hoped 
their stay would be such as to leave in their 
hearts a warm feeling of remembrance of 
their visit to Victoriti. 

Mr. C. J. Hieka also spoke in a similar 
strain, referring principally to the work of 
the Y.M.C.A., lliu power for good which it 
held, and the simple origin of the move- 
ment which hits now reached such pro- 
portioDP. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, who had been appoint- 
ed to represent the Miuiateriul asaocialioii, 
welcomed the delegates to tho heurts and 
homes of their Christian brethren in the 
churches of Victoria. "Our homes, our 
churches and our city are at your dispooal. " 
He said if we should not bo able to surpass 
the splendid hospitality of Noiv York, 
Montreal and Mioneapolia, we would do onr 
beat to rival it. Some ased to question the 
utility of the organization, but be thought 
he wonld carry this meeting with him, 
when he said we are now confirmed in the 
belief that the Y.M.C.A. is well fitted to 
do grand work among young men, 
in helping them to high and noble 
Christian lives of usefulness. It is not 
alwaya aunshine with thia inatitution any 
more than with other organiz;itiona for 
Christian work. But it may bo that there 
is something to learn even from the f.iilures 
of those who think they have failed, for he 
believed tho history of failure ia as 
full of inatruotiou aa that of Eucceaa. 
The list of delegates from so many placea 
reminded one of tho assembly in Jerusalem 
on the day of Pentecost, and "your are aa 
sure of a blessing, for you are of ' one ac- 
cord ' in tho work of tho Master." Ho 
liked the word " Cliriatian " in tho name of 
tho society. There are many Proteatants 
who are not in evangelical churchea, and 
there are many Christians who are not 
Protestants. The society recognizes no de- 
nomination, for its platf'irm is hroud enough 
to accommodate all Cliristiaus. On thia ac- 
count the churches of this royal city open 
their hearts and hold out their hands to 
those who are standing with them, shoulder 
to shoulder, in the great oooflict with ignor- 
ance, vice and sin. " We are come toge ht r 
to tell as we look in each other's faces and 
grasp each other's hands that it is victory 
all along the line. The signs of the times, 
that Christian nations are drawing near to 
each other in the wotk of the Ooapel, point 
to the approach of a glorious milletmiul 
period. The royal lion of Great Britain 
and the inQjestio eiigle of the (Jrcut Repub- 
lic are bosom friends, and the Union Jack 
and Stars and Stripes entwine aniiind each 
other over our heiula to-night While we 
nay, on this sido of tho line, "God Save tho 
(iueon," wo add with right good will, "fjong 
Live the President." 

Profetsor Williams followed with some 
hnriioroua replies to tho welcoming remarks 
of Rev. Dr. Cumpholl. He thanked the 
Ministerial Association for their welcome. 
Tills cordiality was not valued uny tho lesa 
because it came in the name of 
Christ, although thero waa nothing 
liko a Chriotiiin homo and a Christian 
welcome. .Speaking of tho ministry, ho 
could not forget tlie hope of Christianity 
rests with tho ministry; on tho ministry 
the Y. M.O.A. depended a groat deal; tho 
latter looked only towards helping for- 
ward tho groat work in which tho ministry 
was engaged. Ho hoped no one would 
entertain tho idea that there was a partiolo 
of antagonism between the two bodies. In 



conclusion, ho would oxprcsa hia apprecia- 
tion of tho cordial and hearty wolcomo that 
had been extended to tho delegates. 

Mr. T. M. Henderson, president of the 
Viotoria Association, referred to tho fact 
that they had won a victory in securing the 
convention for Victoria. Ho trusted that 
they would have tho pleasure of wolcoin- 
iug the delegates in a few yearp, 
not in thia building, however, 
but in a building which would bu the pro- 
perly of tho association. (Hear, hear.) 
What waa wanted was faith in carrying on 
tho work of tho aBsociation. lu tliis con- 
nection lio would welcome tho ladieo, who 
had been such alauncli frieuda of tho work, 
and without whom, practically, they could 
not carry it OB. .Therefore he bade the 
ladies doubly welcome, along with the 
bretihren. 

liialinp Perrin said that now, since tho 
tirat time ho had stood on a platform in tho 
city of Victoria, he felt liko an old-timer. 
He would refer to the warmth of tho many 
welcomes that had been extended to him in 
thia city. However, in the name of the 
I'^piscopal church of Victoria he would 
bid the delegutoa a. hearty welcome. 
To those who had tho interests of young 
men at heart there waa never a time when 
thero was greater need of a great conven- 
tion to arrive nt aomo moans of combatting 
the evils which beset the young man of this 
time in his attempt to escape from what is 
called tho thraldom of Gbristianity, to a 
liberty and freedom which was no liberty 
and no freedom. In the message of the 
gospel would be found aufliciont to satisfy 
the needs of every human heart. Hewould 
charge tho delegates to enter on their 
dutiea with prayerfulncss and all serious 
ncas, for the work in which they were about 
to enter waa not a aeriea of picnics and so 
cial gatherings but something which hod 
for its objeci; the means of bettering the 
position of the young man. 

Tho president maile a hap[:y hit when ho 
introduced Mr. J. NVoy, one of the pionecra 
of the work, having been associated with 
the founder and father of tho movement, 
Mr. George Willi.ims. Mr. Wey, lUthougl 
by no meanu a young man, has all the vigor- 
ous interest in the work which migiit \vell 
characterise one of twenty, lie referred to 
the simple beginning of the organization, its 
early atrugglea and wonderful growth. Hia 
remiuiacences were very interealing. 

Mr. H. Pratt, of the Pratt Institute 
Brooklyn, also made a few remarks, refer- 
ring to tho work of these International 
conventions. It waa at thcao that ho firat 
obtained an idea of what there was behind 
the movement. It waa there be found that 
there were at work committees composed of 
the broadest and beat men of tbe conntry, 
working out and determining the policies 
and ideas of the associations. 

Formalities were then brought to a dose, 
and the meeting devoted its attention to 
the much more pleasurable discussion of. tho 
good things wliich the ladies bad provided. 

To-day'a programme will commenco at 
9:30 with a Bible reading, and this Book, 
with tho exception of a an address on tho 
Physical department, will occupy the main 
portion of the morning. After two or three 
formal papers in the afternoon, tho time 
will bo devoted principally to " Parlor 
Conferences," which will take place at the 
houses of several loading citizens, and will 
embrace many interesting points. The 
evening will be spent in St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church.
